Sunday and 
watches the happy crowijs holiday 
making after the week's work, the im- 
pression gained is -that It would be 
difficult to find in any conntry such 
a contented and light-hearted people 
as the Portuguese. -" 


Unless some means of conveyance 


be previously engaged, walking is the 
only method of locomotion available 
on that day. for trains, motorcars, car- 
riages, carts and omnibuses ace all 
hired or seats booked in advance.
